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plurality of processing units for executing different operations is not taught or suggested by 
Pinder. 

In Pinder, the "decoded data" may be output from a service reception component 
(DHCT) 333 in FIG. 3 (or a decoder 240 in FIG. 2B), and supplied to a DHCT secure element 
(DHCTSE) 627 in FIG. 12 through an interface 1203. According to col. 21, lines 55-57 of 
Pinder, the microprocessor 1201 executes the code for doing encryption, decryption, and 
authentication and interpreting EMMs and EMCs. The microprocessor 1201 is specialized 
hardware for performing RSA encryption and decryption. See, col. 21, lines 34-35, of Pinder. 

Pinder does not teach or suggest a plurality of processing units as required in the instant 
claims. Thus, Pinder does not teach or suggest the invention of the instant claims and 
withdrawal of the instant rejection is requested.
